“FINAL STRAW” 


Writer Says Mussolini’s 
Line of Attack Still 
Doubtful

Some way I have a feeling th at j 
Italy’s entrance into tile war Isn't 
I the straw that's going to break the ] 
camel’s back. 
Please don’t misunderstand. I'm 
not underestimating the undoubted 
increase in the danger to the Anglo- 
French allies, whose peril already is 
great. 
Still, it has yet to be dem on-! 
strafed that Mussolini can throw 
his weight to such advantage th at < 
it will crush the already overbur­ 
dened French armies. 
H itler’s Sole Aim 
T hat is Hitler's sole business in I 
i life at the moment — to crush 
France. The success or failure of j 
his 
plans 
for 
overthrowing 
the j 
British empire are premised on the i 
collapse of the 
French. 
Hitler’s j 
business must be Mussolini’s busi­ 
ness from now on. 
Hence, Berlin’s Jubilation over the 
Duce’s action in rushing in for the ; 
kill at a moment when the epic 
resistance of the poilu is causing I 
the Germans a terrific loss of life 
and 
irreplaceable 
supplies. 
We 
shouldn’t forget that neither Ger- 
many nor Italy can stand a long ; 
war because of lack of resources. | 
T hat’s their own great danger. 
We must wait to see what Mus- 
solini’8 line of attack is before being ; 
able to estimate the damage. 
It is true that the lialo-German 
hook-up may force the French to I 
surrender. But it may not. 
I should say th at the greatest I 
immediate danger to France is the 
powerful Italian air-force. If Mus- I 
solini should drive his bombers at 
the heart of France the position 
would be grave. 
Nature Is H elping 
So far as invasion of Italian j 
troops from the south Is concerned, 
mother nature has done mighty 
well for France in the chain of 
Alps which run between the two 
countries. 
Fi ance's big worry of the moment, j 
of course, is the holding of that , 
terrific German drive on Paris. The 
big danger spot, to my mind, is the 
French left wing which is being 
rolled back from the coast along the 
Seine. 
And what if the German army 
I reaches the capital? Does this mean I 
' the end of French resistance? 
W hether the capture of Paris 
; would cause the capitulation of I 
France would, in my mind, depend 
on whether the French army of 
the north was a t the same time 
smashed and put out of commission. 
If Weygand can save hts troops 
and equipment one would expect 
him to carry on in some other 
position.

to the task of any emergency and 
every defense.” 
T he reaction cf official W ashing­ 
ton was th a t President Roosevelt had. 
in effect, served notice on the world 
th a t th e U nited S tates was sh ift­ 
ing its role of neutrality to one of 
non-belligerency. 
For And Against 
M embers of congress who heard 
the President were either enthusi­ 
astic in th eir approval or appre­
